INJURY CLAIM DISMISSED

(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


The Judge dismissed a claim by William 
Scully, Clonliffe avenue, Dublin, against 
Robert Wilson, dairy proprietor, Drynan, 
Swords, and Messrs. R. and W. Scott, Ltd., 
jam manufacturers, Poplar Row, Dublin, for 
compensation for personal injuries which he 
sustained when the bicycle which he was 
riding came into collision with one of the 
defedants’ milk vans at Poplar Row on 
February 16th, 1937. It was stated'that as 
the plaintiff was cycling to work one of 
Messrs. Scott’s motor vans came out of the 
factory yard and remained cross-ways in the 
road, leaving only a margin of nine feet for 
the plaintiff to pass, the result being that he 
was struck and injured, and had to be treated 
in hospital, 

The defendants denied negligence, and 
pleaded that the plaintiff was guilty of con- 
tributory negligence.

MR. L. S. COGAN’S 
BROADCAST 


creating in Irish from Radio Athlone on 
i “ Paris, As I Have Seen It,” Mr. L. 8. 
Cogan said that even the name of Paris, the 
joyous beautiful city by the Seine, in whose 
eart so much of European history is en- 
shrined, the nesting place of art and the 
other activities of the intellect, had a glamour 
of its own. This name it owed to the ancient 
tribe of the Parisii, who shared the same 
civilisation as the Celts of the Marne and of 
Connacht and Ulster, vividly pictured in the 
Irish epic of the Táin Bó Cuailgno. : Stand- 
ing on the Avenue “les Champs Elysées one 
could realise whw vivacity the Parisian 
character possesses, near Notre Dame or the 
woods of St. Clouds, one realised its reflective 
powers. At the Place de l’Etoile the main 
avenues of Parisian traffic met pretty much 
as the ancient highways of Ireland met on 
Tara Hill. Here also was the Arc de 
Triomphe and the grave of the Unknown 
Warrior, with its wavering flame, visited by 
unending groups of Frenchmen. Moving down 
the avenue to the Rond Point, one might turn 
to the right into the Faubourg 8t. Honoré, 
where dwelt, amid tranquillity, the French 
President. If one turned to the right, how- 
ever, one reached a short street with a palace 
on either side, the Grand and’ Petit Palais, 
belonging to the Corporation and devoted to 
art exhibitions, Later one came to the Place 
de la Concorde, which was not always a place 
of concord. 


THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES 


The gloomy Roman portico of the Chambre 
des Députés conveyed no idea that M. 
Chiappe had, perhaps, just created a hurri- 
cane among his opponents. To the right one 
saw the splendid new American tion, 
and realised how NA part America plays in 
the life of Paris. Moving into the Rus de 
Rivoli one =— in passing the Greek 
splendours of the Madeleine, erected as a 
temple to French heroes, but surrendered to 
the services of the faith; further on, the 
equestrian statue of Joan of Arc, at which 
each year leaders of government and the 
army, whether Christian or the reverse, 
assemble to pay their homage to the warrior 
saint. Finally, we reach the Louvre, the 
largest treasure house of art in Europe. 
Though physically the Basilica of the Sacred 
Heart at Montmartre dominates the city, 
Notre Dame, the Cathedral church, dominates 
it more subtly, and without it Paris would 
hardly be Paris. Scattered though these 
pictures of Paris to-day are, they give an 
idea of the oneness and continuity of religion, 
politics, art and culture. In Dublin one 
misses that, and this is regrettable, for this 
is the very foundation of civilisation itself,
